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In the movie, "Ferris Bueller's Day Off', (Paramount Studios, 1986), there was a 
scene including a house intercom system having a front door box having a speaker, 
a microphone and a talk button. The system would play a series of pre-recorded 
messages in response to someone at the front door activating the talk button and 
speaking into the microphone. 
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
